_ we would get the same situation 


as in League, where the competi- 
tion hasn’t changed in years, and 
where poorly performing and 
drawing teams stay in. 

“The State League should 
welcome any PSL team that is 
relegated, because |! feel that 


they would help to lift the overall __ 


standard of the State League. 

“Playing against more experi- 
enced players would help all 
teams, and so | can’t see why we 
should not let the relegated PSL 
team back into the State 
League,” he said. 


“Quite definitely we would 
be looking at PSL status, inthe 
future,” Bankstown’s PR man 
Stan Peck. 

“But not for at least another 
three or four years,” he said. 

“We don’t have any pre- 
determined master plan for 
promotion, but | suppose we are 
like most clubs and aim for the 
top. ; 
“At present though we are 
more interested in maintaining 
our present level of success.

The ASF will discuss this week matters relating to promotion 
and relegation in the Philips Soccer League. 
We felt it was a good time to run a survey among the NSW State 


League clubs on the subject. 
We asked Clubs — 


e Are they interested in obtaining PSL status now, or later; 


work; 


e Do they have any views on how the promotion system should 


e What should happen to any NSW club dropping out of the 


PSL. 


Their answers below offer illuminating reading. The majority, 
even some of the strugglers, do have PSL ambitions. 

The opinions on the promotion method are rather divided 
though a surprising number prefer a “guided” democracy”. 

Finally, almost all feel that any relegated team should be ac- 
commodated in the State League. 

Which pases an interesting problem: the five PSL teams in 
Sydney are NOT affiliated to the NSW Federation — only their 


three reserve teams are .. .

“1 think the northern side of 
Sydney has been totally neg- 
lected by the PSL and | feel 
that it could easily support a 
PSL side,” said Manly presi- 
dent George Dick. 

“We would definitely be even- 
tually aiming for PSL status, and 
possibly a union between ourse- 
Ives and Ku-ring-gai to produce a 
team would be an answer,” he 
said. = 

“As regards the promotion and 


- relegation system, | think that the 


present system is a viable 
enough one, as long as common 
sense prevails. 

“If the situation gets to the 
stage where it has in Rugby 
League, where clubs keep on 
voting themselves in, at the ex- 
pense of progressive clubs in 
other lower leagues, then | think 
the PSL will fail. 

“Any relegated Sydney PSL 
team should drop back into the 
State League, and it wouldn'tjust 
mean that if a Sydney team went 
down and another should go up,” 
he said. 

“The election process for 
promotion is as near to ajust sys- 
tem as there is, because other- 
wise we could get a situation 
where one city would dominate, 
and at this early stage of the PSL 
that would be a death knell,” 
George added. 


“Obviously we would be 
aiming at PSL status, and | feel 
that we would be ready for it in 
another year,” said Melita 
president Emmanuel Said. 

“We would need another year 
to consolidate our financial posi- 
tion, and look into strengthening 
our management and organiza- 
tion. 

“| feel that at the end of next 
season we may be in a position 
to apply for PSL membership,” 
Emmanuel said. 

“The promotion and relegation 
issue has various aspects to it, all 
of which can be argued forcibly. 

“My- own personal feeling is 
that the last team should go out, 
and then the place be filled by the 
best available that has applied 
for membership from the State 
Leagues. 

“If we are serious about im- 
proving the standard then this is 
the only way | can see of ensur- 
ing that the best teams get into 
the best league,” he said. 

“This could mean that various 
leagues increase in size, be- 
cause of teams dropping out of 
the PSL, but | think that can be 
easily handled. 

“Some people are maintaining 
an “eye for an eye” attitude to- 
wards the PSL clubs that initially 


left us, but | think that is wrong, 
and the relegated teams should 
automatically come back to State 
league. 

“We should work it that the 
State Leagues be the ‘second di- 
vision’ of the national league and 
we should work together,” Em- 
manuel added.

“Arguments that we can’t 
allow teams from Newcastle and 
Canberra to drop into the back- 
water again are valid — as are 
their arguments that these teams 
are drawing well. 

“However, if they ever get into 
the position where they are likely 
to be relegated, I’m sure that 
their crowds will drop off. 

“And it doesn’t mean that that 
centre will never be able to have 
a PSL representative again. 

“The question on where the re- 
legated PSL teams should go is 
simple — they should come back 
to State League. 

“Their addition would be a 
bonus to the State League, as 
they would add to the standard,” 
Wendy said. 


Mv OLYMPIC 


“PSL soccer at present is 
out of our range, as it is for a 
great many of the State 
League clubs — if they are 
honest,” said a Marrickville 
Olympic official. 

“We would be looking at the 
PSL as a long term thing. 

“The financial burden would 
be tremendous, and we would 
have to really put in a tremend- 
ous amount of work to be able to 
draw crowds which would keep 
our heads above water. 

“The promotion and relegation 
issue is very cloudy. 

“I don’t think that everyone still 
understands it — | know that on 
some points | don’t. 


“We need a system that will 
allow for the Newcastles and 
Canberras to be slightly favoured 
— for a while — but we also need 
a system which will allow for new 
blood to be brought in when 
needed. 

“Finally, as regards the sub- 
ject of the PSL clubs coming 
down, | think that they can go 
nowhere else but the State 
League, otherwise their work 
would really be for nothing. 

“At least in the State League 
they would be playing ina 
reasonably strong competition 
and could rebuild for another try 
at PSL soccer,” he said. 


“Eventually we are looking 
to Philips League standard, 
and ! don’t think any club 
would really say otherwise,” 
said Ku-ring-gai’s Frank 
Malone. 

“However, | think that maybe 
there are too many Sydney 
based teams and that with only 
one PSL division there shouldn't 
be any more Sydney teams. 

“The planning of the PSL has 
to be more progressive and dar- 
ing, | think. 

“Tasmania, Perth, Wollon- 
gong, NSW country areas and 
Queensland are all areas that 
should be looked at. 

“The promotion question is 
touchy, but the present system is 
perhaps the best. 

“If a team from Sydney gets 
relegated from the PSL | feel that 
it should be automatically 
brought back into the State 


_League,” Frank said. 


“Our club definitely has as- 
pirations for the Philips 
League,” said Toongabbie 
Secretary Peter Thorn. 

“Every club that plays soccer 
to win and to progress must al- 
ways aim for the highest possible 
level, and should therefore aim 
for the league whichis one better 
than our present position,” said 
Peter. 

“T couldn’t put any sort of 
timetable on it at all. 

“The present system of prom- 
otion and relegation is not com- 
pletely fair to all clubs who would 
be in the position go go up into 
the PSL. 

“For a start, the policy to re- 
examine the relegation candi- 
dates at the end of the year, if 
they re-apply, is wrong. 

“The league should look to- 
wards new blood first, and if any 
new candidates’ credentials suit 
the PSL’s needs they should be 
admitted, no matter what sort of 
rosy picture the relegated clubs 
paint; after all they are the rele- 
gated clubs,” Peter said.

“Yes, we definitely would be 
aiming for the PSL, but how 
long it will take is anybody’s 
guess,” said Parramatta’s Bob 
Wall. 

“The Philips League has 
posed some interesting prob- 
lems, and of course now that 
Promotion and relegation is start-

problems are being multiplied,” 
Bob said. 

“don't really see any other 
method of promoting clubs ex- 
cept through the ‘screening’ pro- 
cess. 

“It allows for all factors to be 
taken into account, not just a 
team’s playing strength.

Brazil's fastidious, demanding fans are smiling 
again: judging on recent displays, their national 
side is gradually reverting back to its old, colorful, 
flair-full style — and results. 


After the cautious and un- 
productive World Cup last 
year (a “mere” third place and 
an undefeated series was 
considered a flop), manager 
Claudio Coutinho bowed to 
public pressure and decided 
to abandon its fail-safe ap- 
proach.
